Before he attained however the ninth Year

In ſhort, he played ſo many unlucky Pranks 
between the Age of ten and fourteen, in many 
of which he was openly convicted, on

which he was as openly puniſhed and expoſed 
to Shame in the public School. 


But his Maſter, finding that none of his 
friendly Admonitions, nor the ſevereſt of his 
Chaſtiſements had the deſired Effect upon him, 


or worked the leaſt Reformation, he ſent him 


home to his Parents with all the Teſtimonies 
of Contempt, and defired them to undertake 
the Taſk he was obliged to decline; and'that 
for his Part, he would not admit of ſo bad an 


Example, to be ſhewn in his School, on any 


Account, notwithſtanding he had no Objection 


to the Encouragement they gave him for the 


Improvement of their Son, which he always 
readily acknowledged was rather greater than 
leſs than their mean Circumſtances could well

His Parents, being very honeſt and very in- 


. dulgent, as we hinted before, received this un- 

welcome Meſſage from his Maſter with Tears 

in their Eyes, but with Thanks however, for

From the Time he left his School to the 
Time he was full fourteen Years of Age, they 
undertook the Drudgery of tutoring him them- 
ſelves; but finding that neither fair Promiſes, 
ſevere Menaces, nor actual corporal Puniſh- 
ment, would deter him from the Commiſſion 


of ſuch evil Actions as they were perfectly a- 


ſhamed of, they reſolved to raiſe a ſmall Sum 
of- Money, in order to induce the firſt honeſt

Accordingly by that Time he had attained 
the fourteenth Year of his Age, they prevailed 
on a very induſtrious honeſt Blackſmith, in a 
Town far diſtant from the Place wherein they 
themſelves reſided, and one who knew nothing 
of his innate bad Qualities, to take him under 
his Tuition 3 and before he had Time to find 
out any of his enormous Pranks, through the 
Temptation of a few Guineas, bound him di- 
rely to his Service, by Indentures of Appren- 
ticeſhip regularly ſigned and ſealed, for the 
Term of {even Years. | 


Our young artful Apprentice, i in ſome mea- 
| ſure, approved of his new Settlement, and per- 
ceiving his Maſter a good. natur'd Man, and 
his Miſtreſs kinder to him than he could rea- 
ſonably expect, he behaved for near the three 
firſt Years of his Servitude fo well, that his 
Parents were over- joyed at his happy Situation, 
and the juſt Grounds they had, to hope he 
would prove a very faithful Servant to his 
Maſter, and a great Comfort to themſelves, 1 in 
their old Age. 


Phe Scene, however, too ſoon changed; 
and by that Time he had attained the ſeven- 
teenth Year of his Age, the old Sparks of his 
former Fire began to revive ; and the older 
he grew, the more vicious and wicked was his

The firſt Tranſgreſſion, of which he was 
convicted, was an Elopement from the Meer- 
ing on the Lord's Day; and as his Miſtreſs 
was a Speaker amongſt the Quakers, and very 
remarkable for the Sanctity of her Manners, 
took him very ſeverely to Taſk, before his 
Maſter, after their Return from the Conven- 
ticle. She told him in very warm Terms, 
that he was a naughty Youth; that ſhe feared 
the Light was not in him; and that in Caſe 
he was once addicted to contemn the Service 
of the Lord on his Holy Day, both ſhe and 
her houſe ſhould ſoon become Sufferers through 
his profane Practices. ; 


Tho? the good Man joined with his Dame 
in her pious Exhortations, yet he thought her 
Reproofs too warm for a firſt Elopement ; and 
therefore he told him, that upon a ſuitable Hu- 
miliation he ſhould find Forgiveneſs for this 
firſt Offence. 


This Storm, thus happily blown over, our 
young Apprentice proved doubly diligent for 
a whole month after ,and gave them all the out- 
ward Tokens of ſincere Contrition for his firſt 


Act of Diſodedience. 


He was now more in Favour than ever, both 
with his Maſter and Miſtreſs; it was not long 
however, before he caſt a luſcious Eye on Abi- 
gail their Maid, and being hale and handſome, 
he ſoon got into her good Graces.

This Conduct of his ſtill enhane'd his value 
in the Eyes of his innocent Maſter and Miſtreſs, 
and they imagined themſelves very happy in 
a faithful Servant. 
Allis not Gold, however, that glitters, nd 
our young Apprentice, as ſoon as convenient- 
ly he could, crept to Bed to his dearly beloved 
Abigail, an; in ſhort, in the Proceſs of a few 
— her Belly beginning to riſe higher 
than he could with it, and for fear of a Diſco- 
very in the Family, added to that of the Over- 
ſeer of the Pariſh, he came to an abſolute Re- 


| _ - ſolution with himſelf, to make an Elopement 


at once, whilſt all was quiet, and to leave his 

Miſtreſs in the Lurch, as well as his Place of 
Bondage, before he could be laid by the Heels 
for his M iſdemeanors. 

No ſooner reſolved on but done; che Plan 
was laid but on Saturday Night, and on. the 
Lord's Day Morning, he moved off of the 
Premiſes, took with him all the Cloaths he had, 
as well as Abigail's Money, which he got from 
her, in their laſt amorous Adventure, and 
toldly took his Flight for Newmarket ; 
where he appeared in Maſquerade, as an adept 
Jockey; his Exploits there, and his various 
fhifting of the Scene from Place to Place, will 
be the ſubject Matter of the ſubſequent Pages. 

No ſooner were the Races over, where he 
made a conſiderable Figure, and by that Means 
Freſumed ro lay ſeveral Wagers, without being 

ſuſpected:

ſulpected: And as he happened to be very 


ſucceſsful, he was careſs'd by ſeveral of the 
Nobility 3 but more particularly by the Pub- 
licans, where he was laviſh in his Expences, 
and paid as honourably for what he called for, 
if not more ſo, than any foreign Count, or 
Court Miniſter, that was reſident there to pars 
take of the Diverſions of the Place. | 

Thus fluſhed with Succeſs, and being, in the 

Opinion of moſt, ſome young country Heir 
to ſome old Miſer, Juſt happily arrived to an 
uninterrupted Poſſeſſion of a very. plentiful E- 
ſtate, ſeveral Gamblers, Gameſters, and other 
humane Vultures, made their Court to him, 
in Hopes to fleece him; but as he ſoon opened 
his Caſe to them, and made them ſenſible he 
was as great an Impoſtor as themſelves, he ſoon 
contracted an intimate Acquaintance with 
them; and they 'readily conſented to make 
him Chairman of their Society. i 
As he was a Novice at the firſt ER eien 
they let kim into the Secret of ſhuffling and 
cutting the Cards,. and dropping the Shilling, 
to draw in the unwary Countryman, or the 
Guinea, to make a Dupe of the unwary Coun- 
try-Squire ; and being a very apt Scholar, he 
rook itall in, and in leſs than a Week's Time, 
he was as expert as the oldeſt Member of the 
Shuffling and Cutting Club. 

Thus tutor ' d, after living in the moſt pro- 
fuſe Manner, in Regard to drinking, whoring. 
and the other faſhionable Vices of the Age, at 
Newmarket, for about three Weeks or a Month; 
it was agreed by the whole Aſſembly (Nem. 
Con) to break up their Court, and to remove

As Newmarket was rather too far; for even 
the pooreſt of their Gang to foot it to London, 


they called a Court, and the principal Affair 


upon the Carpet turn'd upon the important 
Article of proper Vehicles, for the Conveyance 


of the reſpective Members of their Society to 


Covent-Garden; that is to ſay, to my 4 
M-—-ts, the noted Receptacle for Gamblers 
and other Artificers in the Propagation of the 


ſinking Fund. Whereupon it was unanimouſ- 


ly agreed, for Expedition Sake, to ſteal as ma- 
ny Horſes as were requiſite for the Purpoſe. 
And as three fourths of them were honeſt 
Yorkſhire-Men, a Committee of that County 
only, was appointed to furniſn the whole Soci- 
ety with the beſt Saddle Naggs, that could be 
rocured in the Place. in ee 
Accordingly a Parcel of Bridles, by Order 
of the Chairman, was purchaſed with ready 
Money; and as there were Nags enow gra- 
Zing in the Fields adjacent to the Town, the 
whole Crew got up early one Morning, accor- 
ding to the Signal given, and each provided 
himſelf with a Horſe for the propoſed Expe- 


dition. 


The Plot was ſo well laid, that notwith- 
ſtanding a Hue-and-Cry was ſoon after them, 
they fled with too much Speed to be over- 
taken, and arrived ſafely at their wiſh'd-for 
Pore. a | "2 ps” 

They had not been long arrived at Covent- 


| Garden, before our Benjamin got acquainted 
with one S——ns, a greater Adept in the 


Faculty of diving than any of the Gang he 
was now link*d with, in whoſe Converſation

he was particularly delighted; and with whom 
he contracted an intimate Friendſhip. 

-— ms, being very gracious with ſeveral 
Ladies belonging to the Hundreds of Drury, 
and our Benjamin, tho? a true-born Engli/hman, 
being as promiſing a young Fellow, and as 
ſtrong-· back'd as moſt of the Hibernian Race, 
recommended him, as a Bully, fit for their 
Turn, in any Skirmiſh Abroad, as well as a 
Gallant capable of fighting with any one of 
them (by way of Pleaſure and Frolick) be- 
tween a Pair of Sheets as the ſtouteſt B——n. 
Our B-1jamin, thus once well introduced, 
became a Favourite in a very fhort Time, add 
was ſoon planted in a ſnug Place, as Foreman 
to a Female Academy, where he play'd more 


Pranks, during his ſhort Reſidence there in In- 


colence and Eaſe, than the moſt luſcious Ca- 
puchin ever play'd in a Convent of Nuns, 

That Sort of Life, however, not ſuiting his 
Inclination Jong, (for he was naturally very 
ſprightly and active) he ſent his new favourite 
Companion $——ms a Summons to drink a 
Bowl of Punch at Mother Midrizht's, at tlie 
Angel in Drury-Lane, on the Sunday follow- 
ing, as being an idle Day with them both; and 
accordingly ns very punctually met on 
the Day and the Hour propoſed. 

After a long and ſerious Debate, they joint- 
ly came to a Reſolution, not to live like a Cou- 
ple of worthlcis Drones, that are only Stallions 
to a Pack of Female Bees, as they had done 
for ſome Time paſt, but to act for the future

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Accordingly, early in the Morning, they 
took Horſe, and purſued their Journey. Be- 
fore they had got a mile on the Common 
leading to Hampton, who ſhould overtake 
them but one of the Collectors of the County 
of Surry, whom they ſoon diſcover'd by his 
Diſcourſe; and as they perceived his Baggs 
were ſwell'd with ſomething more than a dirty 
Shirt, they determin'd to ſee the Infide of 
them, and immediately gave him the Word of 
Command to Sand and Deliver. 

The Collector, preſuming upon the miſta- 
ken Notion, That One honeſt Man will frig/4- 

en half a Score Thieves, inſtantly prepared 
to ſtand in his own Defence ; but his Cuurage 
proved very ill-timed: & ns, without 
farther Ceremony ſhot his Horſe, and Ben 
with his Piſtol! cock'd, was ready to ſerve 
the Gentleman himſelf in the ſame manner 
had he made any farther Reſiſtance ; but he 
thought it moſt prudent to ſubmit to the 
Loſs of his money, rather than to put his 
Life auy more in Jeopardy upon ſuch unequal 
Terms. Having ſtripp'd him of all he had, 
to the Amount of 100 l. they wiſh'd him a 
pleaſant Walk, and then looking up at the 
Sun, took their Leave of him with this friend- 
ly Admonition : Sue, Sir, the County. We ſcorn 
to ruin a ſingle Man, but there's no Harm, you 
know, in collecting a Trifle from the Public. 

No ſooner was this ſarcaſtical Advice given, 
but they ſet Spurs to their Horſes, and made 
the beſt of their way to London, without ſtay- 
ing at Hampton, having made pretty good ule 
of their time during this ſhort Excurſion, _

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The Cole-Hole in Drury-lane was their uſual 
Rendezvous, and thither they arrived, and 
ſhared the Profits of their Plunder ; and hav- 
ing indulgcd themſelves a few Days in all the 


Gratifications of Debauchery and Luſt, they 


at Length agreed to part in order to avoid a 
Diſcovery : Ben travell'd with the Remains of 
his Booty into Szfolk with a Reſolution to live 
honeſt; and accordingly hired himſelf to a Far- 


mer, having firſt equipp'd himſelf properly for 


that purpoſc. Here he got acquainted with 
one Mzuyns, (lately executed at Chelmsford for 
robbing the Tarmouth Mail, and hung in Chains 
near Rumford Gallows) who took great Delight 
in his Company, and in a very little while they 
diſcover'd to each other the methods they for- 
merly follow'd to get Money, and agreed to 

purſue them: they firſt began with Shuffling 

and Cutting the Cards to cheat the young 
Country Fellows, who little ſuſpected them; 
this Practice ſucceeding, Ben ſoon quitted his 
Service, and betook himſelf wholly to his old 


Trade, in which being ſeconded by Munns, they 


committed a Series of Villanies hardly to be 
arallell'd; all which, together with their art- 


ful Eſcapes, being already publiſh*d,* we ſhall 


refer our Readers to that Account, and pro- 
ceed to the Adventures of Ben, after parting 
with Munns. 7 | 

Ben travell'd from Ipſwich to Braintree, and 


in his Way attack'd a Gentleman with the u- 


ſual Ceremony, and robb'd him of his Watch 
and ſome Silver; the Gentleman deſired he

| would give him the Seal from his Watch, it 
delonging to his Family, which he according- 
ly gave him, and afterwards ſold the Watch 
tor rwo Guineas. 
The next Perſon he attack'd was Martha 
Goodey, near Sudbury in Suffolk, whom he rob- 
bed of her Apron and thirty Shillings in Silver 
on the King's Highway. 

And, laſtly, he attack'd the Bury Coach in 
the following manner; as the Coachman was 
driving from Sudbury, when he came to a 
Place called Bannington-Hill in Eſſex, a few 
Miles from Sudbury, Barker came tull tilt up 
the Hill, and called to the Coachman to Stop, 
which he accordingly did, thinking he had 
got a Paſſenger ; however Ben ſoon convinced 

him of the Miſtake, came to the Coach Door, 
and, in the uſual Manner, attack'd Mr. John 
| Blower, who was in the Coach alone, robbed 

him of a Sum of Money, and order'd the 
Coachman to drive on. 

He was taken in Bannington a few Days at- 
ter, and committed to Chelmsford Goal by Ro- 
bert Tweed, Eſq; of Halſted, charged on the 
Oath of John Blower, and by his own Confeſ- 
ſion; and alſo on the Oath of Martha Gocdey, 
and by his own Confeſſion, with robbing them 
on the King's Highway as aforeſaid. 

He was accordingly tried at the laſt Aſſizes 
at Chelmsford, and "condemn'd to be hanged 
with Munns and Hall; but was afterwards re- 
ſpited from time to time, till at laſt the War- 
rant came down for his Execution, which was 


order'd on the 18th of May.
